The Lower Bucks County Hos­ 
pital has established a home care 
program for patients following 
their discharge from the hospi­ 
tal when such care is ordered 
by the attending physician, it was 
announced today by Mrs. Mary 
T 
Ancker, administrator. 


‘ The recently organized home 
care department of the hospital 
will 
coordinate 
and 
supervise 
needed hospital and visiting nurse 
care for patients in their homes 
according to 
their doctor’s 
or­ 
der,” Mrs. Ancker stated. ‘‘This 
hospital-based home care is espe­ 


cially valuable in speeding recov­ 
ery of patients who no longer 
require the full treatment and 
diagnostic resources of the hos­ 
pital, but would have to remain 
hospitalized if professionally su­ 
pervised nursing care and sup­ 
plementary h o s p i t a l services 
were not available in the home,” 


Pilot Study 


The home care program is ini­ 
tiated as a 12 months pilot study 
by the Lower Bucks County Hos­ 
pital, with the cooperation of the 
A>sociated 
Hospital Service of 
Philadelphia ‘Blue Cross). 


‘‘The hospitals are well aware 
that one of the main problems 
in the coming year is to seek 
ways to prevent rising hospital 
costs and if possible to reduce 
these costs and at the same time 
maintain the highest level of pa­ 
tient care,” said Mrs. Ancker. 


‘‘We feel that this home care 
program will be beneficial to the 
patient by providing home sur­ 
roundings for those 
no 
longer 
needing full hospital care. We be­ 
lieve the program will reduce the 
patient's costs and better utilize 
existing facilities. We want 
to 


emphasize that the attending phy­ 
sician will have the sole decision 
as to when the patient is ready 
to go home under the new pro­ 
gram.” 


Will Cover Cost 


Blue Cross will cover the cost 
of hospital 
and 
visiting 
nurse 
services for its subscribers re­ 
gardless of the patient’s age or 
the type of illness, except for the 
uncomplicated 
obstetrical 
case 
and normal deliveries. 


The number of home care (>ene- 
fit days authorized 
by B l u e 


Cross depends on the unused hos­ 
pital benefit days remaining at 
the time the subscriber is dis­ 
charged from the hospital. 


The purpose of Blue Cross parti­ 
cipation in the program is to 
learn whether or not the extension 
of hospital and nursing services 
into the home for properly se­ 
lected patients will shorten the 
period of hospitalization; whether 
it will generally lessen the need 
for readmissions to the hospital 
and therefore will contribute to 
the fuller and more economical
